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HAM RECEIVES DEATH PENALTY FOR OUT=OF=-BAND OPERATION (UP-4,°1/69) 


Eidon J, Rufth, WD6OMGX, a “General Class" amateur radio operator, 
was sentenced to die in the gas chamber «s a result of his 
soerviction for accidentally operating in the Extra Class 

segment of the 80 meter band, After de!tberating the case for 
fiya minutes, Judge Woolworth Kringle handed down his decision 
with the opinion that “Rufth’s record of 37 years as an amateur 
radio ham operator without ever receiving an FCC citation or 

OO report is not sufficient grounds to grant the leniency rex 
quested on behalf of his wife and twelve children", 


In another decision given the same day, Judge Kringle acquitted 
Bo0swe!l Fathington, KMH2164, a Sacramento Citizen Band operator. 
The Judge accused the FCC of invading Mr. Farthington’s privacy 
in obtaining evidence which showed he (Farthington) used his 
CB transmitter with more than 15 kw input for broadcasting 
music, false distress signals, interference with emergency 
ship=-toeshore rescue communications, and immoral solicitation. 
The Judge commented, "The avocations of cur private citizens 
are what have made this land of ours the great country that 

ft ts, Federal interference of our private pursuits makes 

a mockery of individual freedom", The FCC Field engineers were 
then held under $500,000 bail, each, on a charge of Defamation 
of Civil Liberties. Their monitoring equipment was confis- 
cated and destroyed,

As a member in good standing I would lik= to propose the 
following changes to the PMRC By-Laws to read as follows: 


Articte 3 - Membership 


Section 5 - Student Membership. 

Student membership shall be avaiiable on 
approval by the Board of Directors, This 
entitles the student member to receive 
printed information distributed by the 
club, but student members shal! not have 
the privileges of an active member, 

A student member must follow the regular 
membership procedure in applying for full 
membership. ~ 


The above change will permit students to become members of PMRC 
at a reduced membership fee and it wili give the club a chance 
to get some “young blood" and some young ideas. 


Article 4 - Dues 


Section 1 =- The annual dues of each active 
member shall be seven dollars ($7.00) payable 
in advance on the first day of January in 

each year, and the first annua! payment thereof 
shall be apportioned. 


Section 2 = The annual dues for associate members 
shail be four dollars ($4.00) payable in the 
same manner as the dues of active members, 


Section 3 - The annual dues for student members 
shall be three dollars ($3.00) payable in the 
same manner as the dues of active members, 
Section 4 - Same as existing Sect. 3 

The above changes increase the dues of active and associate 


members and creates a dues for student members, The increase 
in dues is required for continued club growth,

Article 12 - Elections % Terms of Office 


Section 6 - Candidates. The nomination committee 
shall ootain at least three (3) sandidates for 

each office, except for the ofvivze of director 
where there shall be at least twee (2)/ more cane 
didates than vacancies to be fiiied, but in no case 
shall there be less than three (5) candidates, 


Section 7 = Voting Eligibility. Ail active 

members are eligible to vote on ail questions pre- 
sented for action at any meeting, To vote for club 
officers an active member shai! be in good standing, 
To be in good standing the members dues must be 
paid to date and the active mempver shall attended a 
minimum of 25% of PMRC monthly meetings in the 

past twelve (12) months. 


Section 8 - Voting. ach active member sha!i only 
have one (1) vote on all questions presented for 
action at any meeting. The present president shall 
cast his vote only in the event of a tie on the 
question or candidate voted on or for. 


Section 9 - Absentee Voting. Voting by active 
members shall be only in person except for club 
officers. When voting for officers the active member 
in good standing can mail in his ballot to the 

Judge of Elections prior to the eiection date or 

wait till the meeting to vote in person. Ail 

ballots received after the election closing shall 

be considered invalid, thus they will not be counted, 


With the definition of an active member in good standing some 
committee will have to keep an attendance record, I feel that 
ti: membership committee should keep this record and that the 
membership committee shall determine if the active member is 
in good standing. 


If the member is in good standing I don*t see any reason why 
he should not vote thus I propose the maii in ballot be used 
when it’s desired by the member, 


Article 15 - Rights & Obligations of Members 


Section 1 - Only active members shall have the 

right to vote on questions at the general membership 
meetings. Only active members in good standing 
shall have the right to vot. or luo offivers and 
tc hold office,
